Chief  Causes  of  Death These  included  22  from 
Cancer,  52  from  Cardio-vascular  diseases,  18  from 
Respiratory  diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis,  4 
deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  which  include  3 from 
Respiratory  and  1 from  Non-Respiratory.

It  will  he  noted  that  there  was  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  Diphtheria  cases  reported  during  1941. 

1 am  still  stressing  the  advisability  of  all  children 
being  immunised.  I regret  that  the  benefit  of  being 
immunised  is  not  being  taken  advantage  of  to  the 
extent  that  it  might  be. 

Small  Pox : No  cases  of  Small  Pox  were  reported 
in  the  Council’s  area. 

Measles : There  was  a small  amount  of  measles 
during  the  past  year,  but  no  deaths  resulted. 

Whooping  Cough : There  was  a moderate  amount  of 
this  disease  during  1941  resulting  in  one  death. 

Summer  Diarrhoea : There  was  a small  amount  of 
this  disease  during  1941  and  one  death  resulted. 

Influenza  : There  was  the  usual  amount  of  influenza 
during  the  past  year,  but  no  epidemic  : unfortun- 
ately three  deaths  resulted. 

Tuberculosis:  Seven  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
were  reported  during  the  year,  5 Pulmonary  and 

2 Non- Pulmonary.  There  were  3 deaths  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  1 death  from  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  a part-time  Officer.  One-half  of  the 
salaries  of  these  officials  is  recovered  from  the 
County  Council.  The  Local  Authority  provides 
clerical  assistance.

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

These  Centres  are  under  the  control  of  the 
W.R.C.C.  The  mothers  attend  regularly,  and  derive 
particular  benefit  from  the  advice  given  by  the  staff 
regarding  the  Feeding  and  Welfare  of  their  infants. 

School  Children  are  also  seen  at  these  Centres 
where  minor  ailments  are  given  attention. 

SCABIES. 

During  the  War  period  Scabies  has  been  more 
prevalent  than  formerly.  In  addition  to  the  treat- 
ment received  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres, 
facilities  are  now  provided  for  the  treatment  of  the 
more  persistent  cases  at  the  First  Aid  Post  at  Kippax. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  undertaken  by 
the  West  Riding  County  Council  Analysts  Depart- 
ment by  arrangement  with  the  County  Council. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Diseases. 
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We  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Tadcaster 
Rural  District  Council  for  the  use  of  their  Ambu- 
lance, which  is  kept  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Garforth. 

(b)  For  Nen-Infectious,  Maternity  and  Accident  Cases. 

The  Council  own  a modern  motor  ambulance  for 
these  cases  at  a fixed  charge. 

Kippax  St.  John  and  Miners’  Welfare  also  serve 
the  district  with  a modern  well-equipped  ambulance. 

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  General. 

The  Garforth  District  Nursing  Association 
continues  to  do  useful  work  in  the  area.  The  services 
of  a qualified  District  Nurse  are  available  in  general 
and  midwifery  nursing. 

There  is  no  District  Nuring  Association  in  Kippax 
or  Allerton  Bywater.  A need  for  a District  Nurse 
is  often  felt. 

County  Council  midwives  are  in  practice  over  the 
whole  area. 

(b)  Infectious  Diseases.  None. 

HOSPITALS. 

For  Infectious  diseases  we  have  an  arrangement 
with  the  Tadcaster  Rural  District  for  the  use  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Garforth  Cliff,  at  a fixed  charge. 

Mortuaries. 

The  Council  owns  two  Mortuaries ; one  is  situated 
adjoining  the  Council’s  premises  in  Garforth  and 
the  other  adjoining  the  Council  Offices  in  Allerton 
Bywater. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water : The  Water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the 
Leeds  Corporation  ; it  is  of  an  exceptionally  high 
degree  o£  purity.  There  has  been  an  adequate  and 
constant  supply  throughout  the  year.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  majority  of  the  drainage  is  by  piped  sewers, 
discharging  into  the  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  remaining  houses  in  the  area  unconnected  to 
our  disposal  works  are  situated  in  the  outlying  parts 
of  the  district. 

The  drains  and  sewers  were  flushed  and  disin- 
fected regularly  during  the  year  and  in  the  case 
of  new  houses  water  carriage  system  only  is 
entertained. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  effluent 
at  the  sewage  disposal  works  up  to  the  Rivers 
Board’s  requirements.

During  the  past  years  there 
has  also  been  provided  2 w.c.’s  in  the  Garforth 
Church  yard  to  which  the  public  have  access. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Scavenging  and  Refuse  Disposal. 

The  Scavenging  of  Garforth  Village  is  carried  out 
by  our  own  workmen. 

Cleansing  in  Allerton  Bywater  and  Kippax  is 
carried  out  by  contract  labour. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  during  the  past  year 
was  satisfactory.  Any  complaints  received  were 
promptly  dealt  with. 

During  the  year  regular  inspections  were  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  disinfectant 
powder  is  distributed  free  when  required. 

The  refuse  is  easily  disposed  of  on  to  agricultural 
land,  and  one  half  of  the  area’s  refuse  is  disposed  of 
on  to  the  Council’s  tip. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  water  supply  to  the  schools  continues  to  be 
adequate. 


RECREATION  GROUNDS. 


Four  Recreation  Grounds  are  provided. 

1.  Adjoining  the  Housing  Estate  at  East  Garforth. 

2.  Barley  Hill  Road,  Garforth. 

3.  Park  Avenue,  Kippax. 

4.  Allerton  Bywater. 


Numbers  2 and  3 Recreation  Grounds  have  been 
constructed  into  modern  playing  fields.  Full  benefit 
is  made  of  these. 

Eradication  of  Bod  Bugs. 

During  the  year  a number  of  houses  were  found 
to  be  infested.  Each  of  the  houses  were  fumigated 
with  H.C.N.  gas  under  pressure. 

Before  any  tenant  will  be  accepted  by  the  Council 
their  furniture  and  their  home  is  thoroughly  in- 
spected by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  if  bugs  are 
discovered  the  tenant’s  furniture,  etc.,  is  removed 
in  the  van  under  liquid  H.C.N.  gas.  The  bedding  is 
sent  to  the  steam  disinfector. 

All  houses  are  visited  from  time  to  time  and  in 
this  way  the  necessary  education  of  the  tenant  is 
proceeded  with.
